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ROADCOMMISSIONER 

LALLOTHROP FINDS 
MACADAM BETTER 
FOR HIGHWAYS 


The declaration that macadam 
roads, with an asphalt surface, are 
serving San Bernardino county bet- 
ter than concrete roads, is the im- 
pertant declaration made in the an- 
nual report of L. R. Lothrop, county 
highway commissioner, filed with the 
board of supervisors this week. 

For years the concrete road had 
been generally regarded as the best. 

Says Mr. Lothrop in his conclu- 
sions on the subject: 

“The macadam roads where the 
foundation is solid, with even a light 
application of asphalt for a surface, 
have held up traffic without damage 
better ;than the concrete pavement. 
A good macadam pavement with all 
asphalt surface can be constructed 
for less than a concrete under the 
new specifications, and should be 
used in more cases.” 

A financial statement showing how 
every dollar as been expended on 
roads and bridges during the past 
fiscal year is included by Mr. Lothrop 
in his report. A total of $20,822.49 
was expended in all road and kindred 
departments. 

“The increased cost of labor and 
supplies has decreased the amount of 
work accomplished, but on the whole 
the roads appear to be in a better 
condtiion than at any previous time,” 
says the report. “For several years 
there has been no extraordinafy ex- 
pense on account of washouts and 
floods, thus allowing the road money 
to be used for better maintenance 
and more permanent repairs. As a 
preliminary to the economical ex- 
penditure of the county’s funds, this 
office has introduced a system of 
cost accounts in every department. 
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in this report, but we have endeavor- 
ed to show in a general way the 
monthly expenses in each depart- 
ment and the important details of 
expense.” 

There is a total of 2505 miles of 
road in the county, classified as fol-! 
lows: Paved, 222; graveled, 350; 
graded, 928; unimproved, 1030. 


Goes Into Detail 


The report goes into minute de- | 
tail’ showing the expenditure by) 
months in each of the divisions of | 
the five road districts and in other 
branches of highway work division. 

First district, total expenditures | 
during year $32,642.67, balance on 
July 1, $1,193.77. 

Second district, total 
during year $26,869.52, 
322.28. 

Third district, total 
during year $17,917.96, 
246.56. 

Fourth district, total 
during year $33,580.94, 
404.00. 

Fifth district, total 
during year $6,803.01, 
272.40. 

An inventory shows the road equip- 
mént owned by the county. 

An interesting chapter is the de- 
tailed statement on mountain and 
desert roads, a special appropriation 
of $24,000 having been made for this 
work. There is a balance of $902.20 
in the fund. 

A total of $63,826.60 was in the 
good roads funds, made up of the 
fines for speeding and the automo- 
bile license apportionment. Of this 
$36,239.95 was expended, leaving a 
balance of $27,586.65. 

“The money voted and expended,” 
says the report, “for road improve- 
ment in this county and Southern 
California has proved to be a most 
profitable investment, increasing real 
estate values and contributing in 
many ways to the wealth and com- 
fort of the people.

ing officer in San Bernardino, was 
probably fatally injured near Fon- 
tana on the Valley Boulevard Wed- 
nesday afternoon, 

Sergeant Murray bad ridden his 
motoreycle to the right-hand side of 
the highway and waa adjuating the 
mechanism on the engine, The truek 
was traveling westward. Myers the 
driver admitted, officers say, he saw 
Murray a few minutes before the 
accident, but might have fallen asleep 
momentarily just before hitting the 
army officer. He could account for 
the accident in no other manner, he 
said, 

Sergeant Murray sustained injuries 
which may prove fatal. Several ribs 
were broken and, one it is believed 
by surgeons, penetrated his lung. One 
leg was broken and numerous other 
injuries resulted from the big two-ton 
truck running over him, 

Myers took the injured man to 
the Ramona hospital in San Bernar- 
dino, where surgeons immediately 
formed an operation in the effort to 
save Sergeant Murray's life. 

Sergeant Murray has been in 
charge of the U. 8. army recruiting 
station at San Bernardino several 
monthe and is widely known, He re- 
sides at 5029 Gramercy Place, Los 
Angeles.

The human element comes first, 
and I want the employers in indus- 
try to understand the aspirations, the 
convictions, the yearnings of the mil- 
lions of American wage-earners, and 
I want the wage-earners to under- 
stand the problems, the anxieties, the 
obligations of management and capi- 
tal, and all of them must under- 
stand their relationship to the peo- 
ple and their obligation to the re- 


nomic justice lies that social justice 
which is the highest essential to hu- 
man happiness.

Freedom and Repression 

Speaking our sympathies, uttering 
the conscience of all’ the people, 
mindful of our right to dwell amid the 
good fortunes of rational, conscience- 
impelled advancement, we hold the 
majesty of righteous government, 
with liberty under the law, to be our 
avoidance of chaos, and’ we call upon 
every citizen of the republic to hold 
fast to that which made us what 
we are, and we will have orderly 
government safeguard the . onward 
march to all we ought to be.

The Constitution contemplates no 
class and recognizes no group. ~ It 


broadly includes all the people, with 


specific recognition for none, and the | 
highest consecration we can make is 


a committal of the Republican party 
to that saving  constitutionalism 
which contemplates all America as 
one people, and holds just govern- 
ment free from influence on the one 
hand and unmoved by intimidation 
on the other. 


It would be the blindness of folly! 


to ignore the activities in our own 
country which are aimed to destroy 
our economic system, and to commit 
us to the colossal] tragedy which has 
both destroyed all freedom and made 
Russia impotent. This movement is 
rot to be halted in throttled liberties. 
We must not abridge the freedom of 
speech, the freedom of press, or the 
freedom of assembly, because there 
is no promise in repression. Those 
liberties are as sacred as the free- 
dom of religious belief, as inviola- 
ble as the rights of life and the pur- 
suit of happiness; We do hold to 
the right to crush sedition, to stifle 
a menacing contempt for law, to 
stamp out a peril to the safety of 
the republic or its people, when 
emergency calls, because security 
and the majesty of the law are the 
first essentials of liberty. He who 
| threatens destruction of the govern- 
j}ment by foree or flaunts his con- 
tempt for lawful authority, ceases to 
|be a loyal citizen and forfeits his 
rights to the freedom of the republic.

We call on all America for steadi- 
ness, so that we may proceed de- 
liberately to the readjustment which 
concerns all the people.

SOME LITTLE-KNOWN FACTS 
ABOUT FLIES 











Brady the Druggist furnishes the 
following interesting treatise on flies 
and the dangers pertaining to their 
toleration. 

Diptera, or flies, are of many spe- 
cies, many tropical species of the 


States. The common housefly trans- 
mits disease directly; it carries in- 
fectious material from the source of 
food and dishes on its hairy legs, 


and its frequent defecation and re- 
gurgitation adds to its menace in the 
spread of cholera, typhoid and the 
diarrhoea, Very fortunately the house- 
fly does not bite, although it has a! 
reputation of biting before a rain; 
but it is not the housefly that bites 
but a similar species of Musca, ge- 
nus Stomoxys, which often enters 
the house before rain; it is a vicious 
biter and may transmit certain try- 
panosomes, especially the one _ pro- 
ductive of surra. The theory that it 
transmits poliomyelitis and pellagra 
has been discredited. 

Green-Headed Flies—The horseflies, 
gadflies, and breeze flies are of the 
Diptera, of which there are more 
than a thousand species; the fe-! 
males are blood-suckers, but the 
maels live on plant juices. The larva 
is carnivorous. The biting female 
transmits disease directly, especially | 
anthrax; but, fortunately, these flies 
rarely bite man, and when they de} 
bite it is quite painful and danger- | 
ous. | 

Tropical Flies—The tsetse fly trans- | 
mits the sleeping sickness, and the! 
female gives birth to a motile larva 
nearly as large as_ herself. Another | 
African fly is peculiar in that the! 
larva is a blood-sucker known as the! 


Congo floor maggot and is danger-| 
ous to man. And there is the Afri- 
can Tumbu fly, the larva of which 
bores its way into the skin and pro- 
duces a nasty boil.

Prison Labor Use 


Commenting on the use of prison 
labor on the mountain roads, Mr.

The net expense of the operation 
of the prison camp on the City 
Creek road during the year was $24,-

A_ gen- 
eration ago no family expected to sit 
down to a meal in summer-time with- 
out the ever-present fly-bush to make 
eating in comfort possible; yet we 
were told that “flies are necessary 
scavengers” and they were serenely 
tolerated. } 

Those of us who were in practice 
then can recall many cases of “mag- 


goty” sores with “laudable pus”; we 
expected such things, and now we 
are amazed at the occasional case 
that develops. The danger, at the 


present time, is that we do not look 
for them, and blind boils, nasal trou- 
bles, etc., wherein maggots are bur- 
ied, are not recognized for what they | 
really are. Doctor, keep your eyes | 
open for flies and for what they do; 
and remember that chloroform vapor, 
promptly kills maggots.

TO USE BAGDAD’S FUEL TANKS.

That the Santa Fe Company will 
use its fuel oil tanks at Bagdad to, 
re-fuel passenger locomotives when 
the engines are operated between 
Los Angeles and Needles, a distance 
of more than 300 miles, beginning 
about August 15, was learned yes- 
terday. 

There was considerable discussion 
over the possibility of using the pres- 
ent oil tanks at Victorville, but it 
was decided that larger tanks must 
be constructed on the main line if 
the passenger engines can take oil 
at that station. At Bagdad the fa- 
ciilties for taking fuel are good and 
the tanks directly on the main line. 
Taking fuel oil at -Bagdad requires 
only about five minutes, officials say. 

It is possible, however, that tanks 
will be constructed at Victorville: 
soon, as it is said it would relieve 
the haul of the oil which is loaded 
in the Santa Fe oil fields at Olinda. 

The exact date for the beginning: 
of the operating of passenger en- 
gines between the Los Angeles and 
Needles, instead of between Los An- 
geles and Barstow and between the 
latter city and Needles, is unknown, 
but is announced “about Aug. 15.”
